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Senator A. Willis Robertson 
To Address Graduating Class 


At Tuesday’s Commencement 


Virginia Senator, the Honorable A. Willis Robertson will 
address the One Hundred and Fourth Graduation Class of 
Augusta Military Academy, on Tuesday morning, June 6th. 
Senator Robertson’s address to our seniors will be one of the 
real highlights of this year’s commencement program. Sena- 
tor Robertson is not only held in high regard by his consti- 
tuents in the State of Virginia, but has earned a national 
reputation for his work in Washington on behalf of sound 
government, having served during the administrations of 
Presidents Roosevelt, Truman, Eisenhower and Kennedy. 


A life of service to the public 
has occupied most of the Sena- 
tor’s adulthood. Though not a 
native of Lexington, Va., he has 
spent most of his life as a resident 
of that famous City. He entered 
public service as Commonwealth 
Attorney for Rockbridge County 
and then was elected to the Sen- 
ate of the State Legislature. This 
was followed by his election to 
the U. S. Congress as Representa- 
tive from the 7th Judicial Circuit 
of the State of Virginia. Serving 
in that capacity from the early 
thirties until 1946 when he was 
elected to the U. S. Senate to re- 
place Virginia’s own Carter Glass. 


Senator Robertson is on many 
important committees in Congress, 
the most important of his appoint- 
ments is as Chairman of the im- 
portant and powerful Banking 
Committee. 


It is with pleasure that we ex- 
tend a cordial welcome to you, 
Senator, on behalf of THE BAY- 
ONET in particular and of the en- 
tire faculty and Corps of Cadets 
in general.
